‘qo SeTLE THE LEASE QUESTION. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., July 24—[Special.}— 
A flag of truce is up again; when it comes 
down this time, the convict labor war may 
be at an end. 

And then it may not be at an end, 

THE SETTLEMENT REACHED, 

This afternoon the governor gave it out 
that the trouble between the state and 
the free labor miners! had been settled, and 
that the convicts would be retarned to the 
mines early tomorrow morning, quietly and 
ly, and that the military would be 

gent home tonight. 

It was welcome, pleasant news to every- 
body and tonight Knoxville’s streets present 
eo gay and happy scene, despite the rain 
hich has been falling since 7 o’clock. 

THE NIGHT CONFERENCE. 
But it was unexpected after the result of 
t’s conference. 

ota all Knoxville knew by midnight 
last that the governor and the commitsee of 
geventeen had failed to agree, and that war 
was imminent. This morning, as they came 
from their homes, every one expected to 
jearn that the troops and convicts had 
moved toward the mines, and every oné 
was expecting to hear of a bloody conflict. 
But all quickly ascertained that the gov- 
emor had not moved. 

Then the people generally began abusing 
him for the delay, declaring that they 
were growing decidedly tired of the prolonged 
andugly uncertainty. 

NEW CONSULTATIONS RUMORED. 

Early in the forenoon it was generally 
known throughout the city that the miners 
and the governor were contemplating another 
consultation. This caused nearly all Knox- 
ville to smile. The people had heard of con- 
ferences so often that they were anxious to 
hear of something else. 

They wanted the governor to fight or sur- 
render. 

And many thought he would surrender. 

In fact it was currently rumored once .dur- 
ing the day that he had sent a flag of truce to 
the mountains, with a request, like that of the 
Chattanooga Zouaves, to “come and take,” in 


‘order to end the cruel war and break the sus- 


pense, then almost monotonous, 
When day dawned this morning the real 
conflict seemed so certain that those who were 


| posted gave up every hope of a quiet adjust- 
' ment, but when the clouds appeared the 
blackest, the situation was brightest. 


All dur- 
ing the morning hours rumors were abundant, 
and as each one was repeated it became more 
and more crimson. The governor, the miners’ 
committee and the military camp were watched 
closely, as from these three elements of the war 
all news must come, and between the three 
parties of watchers a line of couriers was con- 
stantly moving, painting the scenes they had 
just viewed. 
THE MINERS MEET. 

Toward noon, however, they began to grow 
weary, then disgusted. Then they drew off 
and waited more patiently for what they coul 
ascertain. ' 

About 1 o’clock the miners’ committee of 
five and four of the citizens’ committee, met 
atthe Lamar house. It was known by those 


- « who were on the alert that the two committees 


had convened to prepare a last appeal to the 
governor. Naturally the dying interest re- 
vived, and the result was most earnestly and 
anxiously awaited. Shortly after 2 o’clock the 
body adjourned. As the committeemen 
walked out of the hotel each one was be- 
Sieged by a score of friends and ac- 
quaintances. Only one question was asked, 
andit was: ‘‘What have you done?” One of 
the committee only spoke, and when his 
answer was repeated to his associates they all 
confirmed it. That answer was: 

“We have agreed upon a last proposition, 
and we will now submit it to the governor, 
If he accepts, all right.’” 

“But if he don’t?” ‘ 

“Then the governor only will be responsible 
for the consequences. We have nothing here 
he can’t grant.”’ 

THE INTERVIEW WITH THE GOVERXOR. 

The committee went direct to the Palace, 
and were given an audience by the governor. 
It took but little time to arrive at a conclusion. 
Immediately after entering the governor’s 
apartments the chairman of the committee 
read this paper. It wasaddressed to Governor 
athanan, and was the production of Judge

“We, the undersigned committee,” the 
Paper read, “acting on behalf of the miners, 
and their friends of Briceville and Coal Creek, 
and in the interest of peace and harmony, do 
submit the following, trusting it will meet with 
dytoes favorable consideration:

°vernor Buchanan listened to the reading 
Patiently, and then tossing a half-smoked 
from the room window, asked;

Then & silence fell upon the 
room. Everybody was evidently waiting for 
the governor tqspeak. But he never opened 
bis mouth. 

“Will that suit. you, governor?” asked one 
of the miners, breaking the silence. 

THE AGREEMENT REACHED. 

The governor did not reply. Then one of 
the state officers present gave the committee 
to understand that the governor would demand 
no more. This was acceptable to the miners, 
and they withdrew. 

Apparently, it wasa general concession of 
the miners. But it was not. Through 
the attorney general’s report they had 
been informed that the governor had no anu- 
thority at all over the military companies, un- 
less they consented to go as convict guards. 

A FRUITLESS ERRAND. 

Early in the morning # prominent military 
man, @ warm friend of the governor, had 
been requested by the governor to sound the 
soldiers on that point, and ascertain if they 
would eonsent to goas convict guards. The 
soldier boys heard the proposition and indig- 
nantly declined to consent to it. They were 
willing to goas state troops, but would not 
serve as convict guards. The miners heard of 
this decesion almost as soon as the governor. 
They knew that he was utterly powerless, and 
they knew, too, that the information had made 
him quite uneasy. 

They were acquainted with his restless, 
rapid striding through the hotel corridors, and 
it convinced them that they were masters of 
the situation. All this knowledge made them 
happy, and it made them more lenient in their 
demands. Rather, it induced them to put the 
same demands they had made yesterday in a 
more lenient and less dictatorial style. By 
waiting twenty-four hours they got the same 
terms they asked, and in addition they secured 
a tacit declaration that none of the men at the 
mines would be prosecuted. 

THE TROOPS GO HOME. 

Immediately after the agreement was 
reached, the warden of the penitentiary and 
superintendent of the prison began enlisting 
guards to go back to the mines with the con- 
victs. Only forty men were wanted, and they 
were quickly secured. Then the governor is- 
sued an order dismissing the troops, and to- 
night, at 2 o’clock, the first detachment of 
soldiers willleave. However, some of the 
companies will not leave here until Sunday. 

Tomorrow morning the governor, with the 
convicts and civil guards, will leave for the 
mines on a special train. Theconyicts will be 
returned to work, and then the governor will 
return to Knoxville. Thisis the programme 
now, 

WILL THE MINERS AGREE? 

But will it go through? 

The people generally believe it will, but 
there are many here who doubt it. There are 
grave fears that when the governor and the 
convicts reach the camp they will be assaulted 
by the mountain boys, and that a desperate 
battle will ensue. Others think that just as 
soon as the governor gets away, the miners will 
descend upon the mine and liberate the prison- 
ers. Only the close of the day will tell in this 
country of so many great uncertanties. 

THE GOVERNOR TALKS. 

The governor, however, appears greatly re 
lieved. 

‘'T know,” he said, in speaking on the matter 
this evening, ‘‘more than .ever before about 
the coal mines dnd mines of Kast Tennessee. 
The people in the western and mid- 
die portions of the -state had a 
very faint idea of the character of 
the mines and the men who work in them. 
When it was first proposed to lease the convicts 
to mine operators, there was general appro- 
bation. Everybody said that it was just the 
right place for them, down in the dark, damp 
caverns, where they might delve for coal to 
bring comfort and wealth to those who were 
free and happy in the enjoyment of God’s sun- 
shine. But the discussion of this question 
at present in every remote corner of the state 
will give the people of middle and west Ten- 
nesses a more correct idea of the position of 
the laborer in the coal-mines of this section. 
Iam very sorry to see a tendency toward 
demagogism in the speeches that have been 
made relating to this trouble. This, it seems 
to me, is the time of al! times for calmness and 
deliberate judgment and expression.”’

The News in Nashville. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 24.—[Special.J—

There was general rejoicing over the settle- 
ment of the affairs, especially among the 
friends and .relatives of the hundred mirita- 
men from this place. 

The question now arises, what can be ac- 
complished during an extra session which is 
limited to twenty days?

The Trust Too Much for Them. 

CHICAGO, July 24.—The Columbia Oi] Company, 
with an iinmense plant at 44 to 54 Erie street, with 
vranches at Memphis and Owatonna, Minn., 
after a brief existence of six weeks, collapsed 
this morning. Judge Blodgett appointed Sydney 
A. Stevens, of this city, receiver. Inability of the 
company to float its bonds is given asthe cause 
of the failure, but itis hinted thatthe company 
had too successful a competitor in the cotton seed 
oil trust. The Columbia ooareens dealt exclus- 
ively in cotton seed and cotton seed oil. The com- 
pany was organized June Ist of this year, with a 
capital stock of $1,000,000.

The Controller in Doubt. 
SACRAMENTO, July 24. —State Controller Colgan 
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CLARKSON TALKS. 


HE SAYS QUAY WILL RESIGN THE 
CHAIRMANSHIP 


AND INTIMATES THAT HE WILL ACCEPT IT 


The Stories About Mr, Blaine’s Health He 
Denounces as Scandalous—The Repub- 
lican Convention to Be Held Early. 


Wasninoton, July 24.—[Special.]—General 
James 8. Clarkson, ex-assistant postmaster 
ganeral and presidentof the national league 
of republican clubs, who will, in all proba- 
bility, succeed ‘‘Boss’’ Quay as chairman of the 
national republican committee, arrived here 
last night from New York. 

QUAY WILL RESIGN. 

General Clarkson says that he belives Quay 
will tender his resignation at the meeting of 
the executive committee to be held in Phila- 
delphia on the 29th. 

‘Mr. Quay has been anxious to retire ever 
since the election in 1888,”’ said General Clark- 
son. ‘‘He was, however, induced to hoid on 
in order to allay any suspicion that his retite- 
ment was caused by dissatisfaction with the 
president’s policy. 
personal reputation was attacked by the dem- 
ocratic press, he decided that it would be in- 
advisable to retire under fire. Now, however, 


he thinks the time is ripe. He wants to give 4 


all his time to his senatorial duties and his 
private affairs, and that being the case, I for 
one,’shall vote to accept his resignation.” 

HE IS A WILLING SOUL. 

General Clarkson said he was not a candi- 
date for the chairmanship, as it entailed a 
great amount of work and was essentially 4 
thankless job, but he intimated that as he had 
been indueed to accept the presidency of the 
league, his work would be largely political for 
the next two years, and he might just as well 
make a business of it and accept if elected. 

AN EARLY CONVENTION. 


General Clarkson said. that the meeting in | 


Philadelphia would be to determine the time 
and place for holding the meeting of the full 
committee to decide on the place for holding 
the national convention. That meeting must 
be held six months before the convention, 
General Clarkson said that i¢ was almost the 
unanimous sentiment of the members of the 
committee that the convention should be held 
early, if possible in May, 1892. 

As regards the place, hesaid that New York 
had the best facilities, and would make a 
strong effort to secure it. The auditorium of 
the Madison Square garden will seat 12,000 
people. Philadelphia and Cincinnati, and, 
perhaps Cleveland, will pull for it, and 
Chicago may overcome her innate modesty 
enough to put in a bid. 

MR. BLAINE’S HEALTH.

| THWARTING THE TOUGHS 


ARCHBISHOP IRELAND ON THE 8ST. 
PAUL PRIZE FIGHT. 


WHY HE TOOK A HAND IN STOPPING IT. | 


An Army of Gamblers, Thugs and Roughs 
Generally Gathered to Witness a Con- 
test Worse than a Bull Fight. 


Battmmorg, July 24.—A correspondent at 
Cape May of The Sun telegraphs an interview 
with Archbishop Ireland upon the part the 
archbishop took in putting a stop to the Fitz- 
simmons-Hall mill in St. Paul. Archbishop 
Ireland-says: 

“T am exceedingly proud of mystate and the 
record it has made. Governor Merriam’s 
action in ordering the sheriff to prevent the 
fight and in holding the militia under arms in 
case their services were needed, deserves the 
highest praise. He has lifted himself up im- 
mensely in public estimation. Two thousand 
five hundred persons, professional pugilists, 
gamblers, thieves and riff-raff who follow the 
§0-called sport of prize-fighters, assembled in 
St. Paul. It was an occasion of ruffians. 
As a teacher of public morals, it was ~ duty 
to take the step I did. Prize — are brutal 
and savage; in fact, worse than bull fights. 
In latter contests it is man against an animal, 
and debasing as that is, itis not half the in- 
‘Bult to humanity that a prize fight is. Prize 


pAghting can be judged by concomitants, Those 


Who throng around it are always the lowest 
elements of the population. 


“~ “The most regrettable thing to me in these 


affairs is the tone of the press, which, in some 
section,actually seems to patronize these fights, 
and in endeavoring to make them reputable 
and almost honorable arrangements lower the 
public moral tone and leads into the meshes of 
évil the uncautious and unthinking youths of 
the land. I am proud of the part I took 
in protesting against the Fitzsimmons-Hall 
fight. I look on pugilism as one of the dis- 
graces of the country. I joined my fellow 
citizens of all religious beliefs to suppress 
this fight and we succeeded. Wehad to an- 
tagonize the city authorities, see te es pugil- 
ists and the rough element. Heretofore there 
have been prize fightsin Minnesota in obscure 
theaters and halls. Of course the law and 
order people cannot be su to 
follow prize fighting into all its dark janes. 
The Fitzsimmons-Hall fight, however, was to 
be a most public affair, a special amphitheater 
being erected for it, and the sporting gentry 
ofthe whole country invited to witness it. 
Such an exhibition could not be ignored by 
law-abiding men. Prize fights may take place 
in Minnesota in obsenre placesin the future, 
but neverin the open way proposed in the 
Fitzsimmons-Ha)! contest.”

But neither this nor the result of any of the 
by-elections will alter the determination of 
the government to try to complete its scheme 
of Irish legislation before dissolving parlia- 
ment. Certain influential conservatives 
in constant communication with the 
electoral headquarters] are pressing Lord 
Salisbury to remodel the cabinet and 
to dissolve parliament at once. They 
plead that the strength of the Gladstonian 
reaction is growing constantly and that another 
year’s delay will probably result in an over- 
whelming liberal majority. These tactical 
reasons, though supported by the opinion of 
officials of the electoral executive, have not 
shaken Lord Salisbury and Balfour in their 
resolve to face another session. 

The talk over the Wisbech election in the 
conservative and liberal clubs tonight treats it 
as likely to precipitate a dissolution of parlia- 
ment. Private ministerial utterances, how- 
ever, deride the notion that a by-election will 
change the line decided upon. 

The period for the reconstruction of the 
cabinet depends upon Mr. Smith’s health. He 
has been illenough to render it improbable 
that he will ever rea e as minister. Unless 
he improves, he will withdraw from public 
life wholly on taking a peerage. The duke of 
Rutland, who has long been an invalid, wi'l 
also retire. Matthews, home secretary, will 
get a judgeship. The new cabinet, with 
Chamberlin, ir Gorst, and 
Lord artington members, who 
will add further liberal element 
to government legislation, must have time to 
settle into a working cohesian before risking 
& dissolution of parliament. 

The reasons for Lord me ypnag eh recent 
denunciation of the action of the Irish priests 
against Purnell asa clericali conspiracy have 
been subjects of keen surmise. The Mc 
Carthyites have shown no intention to ob- 
struct the government [Irish legislation 
recently, On the fcontrary, they have aided 
Balfour on every reasonable proposal. 


THE VIRGINIA ALLIANCEMEN. 


The State Convention to Meet on the 18th 
of August.

PHILADELPHIA, July 24.—The committee of 
councils that is inquiring into City Treasurer 
Bardsley’s malfeasance in office and the affairs 
of the wrecked Keystone National bank met 
this afternoon. A number of witnesses had 
been subpenaed, including presidents and 
cashiers of the banks that are alleged to have 
paid interest to Bardsley on deposits of public 
money ; editors and publishers of papers that 
arealleged to have paid 40 per cent rebate 
to Bardsley on publicadvertising, and Auditor 
General Thomas McCamant, who is alleged to 
have received a share of the rebate. 

A letter from District Attorney Graham was 
read suggesting that the bank ofiicials 
be not examined for the reason that they have 
already testified, and that any examination of 
them at this time might interfere with any ac- 
tion that might be taken against them in the 
future. 

After considerable discussion the bank of- 
ficials were excused for the present. 

Thomas McCamant, auditor general of the 
state, who, with Bardsley, had control of the 
letting of the advertising of the Mercantile 
appraisers’ list to be published in four news- 
papers of Philadelphia, testified. The reports 
of the experts who examined Bardsley’s books 
recently showed that a check had 
apparently been sent to McCamant 
for $7,144, being one-half of the rebate of 40 
per cent on over forty thousand dollars’ worth 
of advertising paid by four newspapers in 1890. 

McCamant denied emphatically that he ever 
received, directly or indirectly, one penny of 
this npr He also denied that the various 
sums credited on the stubs of Bardsley’s check- 
book to **M’’ had ever been received by 
him. He stated that the advertising business 
had been transacted through Captain H. M. 
Griffin, who had fora numberof years been 
employed in the auditor general's department, 
and who had charge of such matters. Wit- 
ness had reason to believe that the rebate was 
paid for the reason that Captain 
Griffin had intimated to him that 
certain political debts had to be paid and that 
they were settled in this way. Ho also under- 
stood that the newspapers that did not get ad- 
vertising were taken care of by those that Ss 
it. Captain Griffin died in 1890, and Mc- 
Camant expressed his sorrow that he was not 
alive now, so that he could himself explain 
his connection with the unpleasant business. 

Clayton McMichael, of The North Ameri- 
can; Robert J. Cook, of The Press; William 
F. McCully, of The Bulietin ; Edward Marwitz, 
of The German Democrat, and James Elver- 
son, of The Inquirer, proprietors or managers 
of papers alleged to have paid _ re- 
bates on the mercantile appraisers’ 
list of advertising, were sworn, with the 
exception of the last named gentleman, who 
was too ill to appear, and sent an affidavit 
instead. Their testimony was to the effect 
that they could not get the advertising without 
paying a commission of 40 per cent to the 
person bringing it to them, and as they 
could print the matter and make 4 
profit after paying the commission, they 
did 50 as . a matter of i business. 
None of them had the knowledge that the 
commission was to go to either Bardsley or the 
auditor general. 

McMichael declined to give the name of 
the person who acted as agent, saying that he 
was not a public official and he considered it 
a private matter. Cook admitted that Captain 
Griffin was theman to whom he had paid 
the commission. When asked who the 
commission in 1891, Captain Griffin having 
died in 1890, Cook declined to reveal the name, 
saying that the person wes not a public 
official, and it would be unfair to make his

STILL SOME IMPROVEMENT. 


Review of Business for the Week by Dun 
& Co. 

NEw YORK, July 24.—Business failures occur- 
ring throughout the country during last week, as 
reported to R. G. Dun & Co.'s mercantile agency, 
number, forthe United States, 231; Canada, 23; 
total 254, against 274 last week. 

B. G. Dun & Co.’s weekly review of trade says: 
Some improvementin the business situation is 
still noted, There is more actual trade in most of 
the leading branches, and more general confidence 
as tothe future. But the monetary situation does 
not grow clearer, and the decline is strong, not- 
withstanding the great dullness,and with enor- 
mous crops coming, marks the feeling of Wall 
street that difficulties may be not far ahead. 

The average decline in active stocks has been 
$1.21 per share for the week. Speculation in 
products is springing up, which threatens to make 
trouble when the crop movement becomes large, 
The distribution of circulars in enormous numbers 
from Minneapolis and Washington, professedly by 
the Farmers’ Alliance, advisiag all farmers to hold 
their wheat,does not yet affect actual receipts, but 
stimulates speculators to buy largely in expecta- 
tion of a boom, and much money has already been 
locked up in carrying accumulating stocks. With 
the utmost freedom in the movement of wheat, the 
recovery from Europe of the $70,000,000 in goid 
ship this year would be difficult, but with 
wheat exports checked for sofime months the 
scarcity of money would be felt in all markets and 
all branches of industry. 

REPORTS MORE FAVORABLE. 

Reports of the condition of trade are generally 
more favorable than a week ago, as the western 
crop prospects are stimulated everywhere. In the 
south littie change is noted, and money 18 gener- 
ally tight and trade inactive. But crop prospects 
decidedly improve in Alabama, sugar is active 
and firm at New Orleans and trade holds its own 
at Savannah. The suspension of a bank at Pa- 
latka causes some depression in t there, but 
heavy purchases of tobacco at Key West show 
unusual activity in ad making. Business in 
Florida is more promising than last year. Cotton 
has fallen three-eights to 8 cents tor spot, with 
sales of 608,000 bales, an enormous for the 
season. 

The average prices of all commodities have 
fallen 1% per cent during the week, Great indus- 
tries show an improvement in wool and leather 
manufacture, but no signs of recovery in iron and 


THE IRON MARKET. 

The depression in iron is serious though prices 
are, on the whole, but little changed. Neverthe- 
less some shading is seen, and at New York re- 
ports of cutting in southern iron are numerous. 
Rails are stagnant, shipments to July ist being 
but 454,423 tons. Little is doing in bar iron, and 
plates are very quiet and the market for struc- 
turaliron is disappointing. Contracts are ex- 
pected for six sea-going steamers, and some 
bridge contracts are made at very low prices.

4 SINGULAR INCIDENT 
FORK LIF&. 


W. B. RHETT CHARGED WITA CRIMES 


Which Were Committed By a Man Who 
Looked Like Him—The Double Ar- 
rested and Put on Trial. 


IN NEW 


New York, July 24.—[Special.]—A remark- 
able case of a man having a double, who plays 
the Mr. Hyde to his Dr. Jekyll, was developed 
in the Tombs police court here this afternoon. 

RHETT’S MISFORTURE. 

The readers of Taz Constitution will re- 
member the case of W. B. Rhett, a prominent 
young South Carolinian who was recently 
tried in this city on a charge of enticing young 
girls from their homes and criminally assaulting 
them. There were three indictments against 
him. He was tried on one and acquitted, but 
is still under bond om the others, Rhett 
claimed from the time of his arrest that he was 
innocent, and that he had a double in this city 
who was probably the guilty man. 

THE DOUBLE ARRESTED. 

Yesterday the police arrested Henry Hamil. 
ton, a sneakthief, who has been robbing pas 
sengers on ferry boats for some time, Hamil- 
ton had an accomplice named Samuel Wilson. 
Today Wilson was found and arrested with a 
quantity of the stolen property in his posses 
sion, When Wilson was brought into the 
Tombs police court this afternoon to be re 
mauded, a dozen officers and several reporters, 
who had often seen young Rhett after his 
arrest, exclaimed at once: ‘“‘Why, that man 
is W. B, Bheit,”’ 

THE RESEMBLANCE RECOGNIZED. 

The prisoner was not the South 
but he is undoubtedly Rhett’s double. The 
resemblanc#between them is simply perfect, 
and their most intimate associates might 
easily mistake one for the other. The officars 
who arrested Rhett declared the prisoner 
(Wilson) was the perfect image of him. In 
view of Rhett’s repeated claim that he had a 
double, the appearance of Wilson created al- 
most a sensation. Wilson has been lurking 
about the ferries and ferry boats, where his 
thefts were committed. It was on a ferry 
boat that Rhett was supposed to have met the 
flower girls, who afterwards identified him as 
the man who assaulted them. 

THE CASES WILL BE REOPENED, 

These circumstances, together with the per- 
fect resemblance, make it almost certain that 
Wilson, the sneakthief, is the missing double. 
It is fortunate for Rhett that Wilson has been 
captured. It will clear him of all suspicion of 
the charge against him. Another reason why 
Rhett. should rejoice at the capture is that he 
might have been arrested for Wilson's thefte 
as well as his other crime. It is probable that 
Wilson may be tried for the crimes of which 
Rhett was accused.

Seas Drag Him to Eibb County Jail, Where 
; He Dies—A Midnight Scene of Horror. 
t Details of the Tragedy. 


, Macon, Ga., July 24—[Special.]—A sensa- 
Rion, appalling in its nature, has thrown Macon 
Anto considerable excitement today. 

It was brought about by the pitiful death of 

@ United States prisonerin the Bibb county 
(Jail at an early hour this morning. 

He was Beauregard Scarborough, of Mitchell 
‘eounty, and the circumstances surrounding his 
death dre peculiarly sensational—in fact, to the 

credit of the state it can be said few such in- 
‘stances have ever been dreamed of. 
Scarborough was taken from a sick bed in 
Mitchell county, on Wednesday last, to be 
‘Drought before the federal court in this city. 
He had been sick several days, and was ina 
precarious condition, it is said, at the time he 
was arrested. He was brought into Macon on 
tthe 5:30 o’clock train yesterday afternoon from 
‘Camilla. On his arrivalin the city he was 
carried at once tothe jailand led to acell. 
Fie was so weak he could hardly walk, and 
when he entered the cell door he fell forward 
on his face, overcome with exhaustion. 


It was at once seen that the man was seri- 


ously il], anda physician wassent for. The 
* physician came in a short time, and it was ap- 
parent to him that his patient was in a critical 
condition, and he so informed District Attor- 
ney Erwin. He prescribed for him, and after 


@ time left. 

In the cell where Scarborough was placed 
were several other United States prisoners 
from Mitchell county, and all friends of 
‘Scarborough. They carefully nursed him and 
did what they could to relieve his suffering. 
He rested fairly quiet until about 1 o'clock, 
when he had a severe attack and began spit- 
ting up blood. Ina moment it was rolling 
from his mouth and before any one knew what 
had happened he was dead. 
| THE STORY OF HIS ARREST. 

His fellow prisor@ms were horrified and at 
once awoke the jailers and informed them of 
what had happened. This morning the body 
was taken in charge by Undertaker Keating 
and prepared for burial. 

The most horrible part of the whole affair is 
the arrest of Scarborough in the condition he 
was. This is fully brought out iphis story to 
Christopher Clark, his fellow prisoner, told a 
short time before he died. 

Clark told this story to Tum ConsTITUTION 
this morning. 

He says as soon as Scarborough was brought 
to the cell last night he felltothe floor ina 
faint or some severe attack as above stated. 
He assisted in placing the sick man ona cot 

d as soon as he was resting easier he began 
to talk to Clark about his arrest. He said he 
was sick in bed when Deputy Poore arrested 
him on Wednesday last. He had been seriously 
sick since Saturday and when arrested was 
not able to leave the house. 

He begged Poore to postpone his arrest, as 
he could not be moved, but Poore said he had 
orders to bring him ‘‘dead or alive,’’ and he 
would have to go. 

Poore then put his prisoner ina buggy and 
carried him to his (Poore’s) father’s house and 
kept him in custody during the night. That 
night Scarborough told Clark he did not slee 
a@ wink and was deathly sick. Notwithstand- 
‘ing this, Poore placed him on the train at Ca- 
zmiilla and started for Macon with him. 

Scarborough was unable to sit up, but was 
forced to lie down all the way to Macon. 
When he left the train here he was toa feeble 
to walk. 

Many who have heard of the tragedy today, 
remember seeing the man taken from the 
train yesterday, and say ho presented a sad ap- 


“pearance. 
THE DEPUTY’S STORY. 

This is all that is known of Scarborough’s 
arrest, except the tale told by the deputy. He 
says he did take ——— from his bed, 
but that he was simply suffering from the 
effects of a big drunk. He says he 
did not complain much, but did lie 
‘down while en route to Macon. 
He 8a Dr. Davis, of Albany, 
examined his prisoner and said he was suffer- 
ing from irritation of the lungs, caused by 
drinking strong whisky and ice water. He 
says he did not consider Scarborough’s condi- 
tion serious,j,but if he had he would have 
brought him any way, for his orders were: 
“Bring him dead or alive.”’ 

THE DEAD MAN’S OFFENSE. 

Scarborough’s offense consisted in distilling 
@ small quantity of whisky for his own, use 
without the necessary license. 

This was one of the many cases from 
Mitchell county, which have caused so much 
discussion and unfavorable comment in regard 
to the federal authorities. 

He was brought up for trial several weeks 
ago with others from his section and ac- 
knowledged the offense with which he was 
charged. The court, inasmuch as Scar- 
borough and the others were farmers and had 
families dependent upon them for support, 
allowed them to return home and finish their 
crops if they would give bond to appear in 
Macon on July 20th to be sentenced. This 
they all did and went back home. 

The 20th came, and nearly all of the men 
showed up and were sentenced. Scarborough 
was one of those who did not show up, how- 
ever, and the court was considerably chagrined 
at the action of the defaulting prisoners. 

Bench warrants were at once issued for the 
few who failed to appear and officers dis- 
patched to arrest them. 

How well the instructions have been carried 
out can be seen. 

Scarborough told Clark he would have 
come up with the others but for being in bed 

d he thought the court would excuse him 
when he made his excuse. 

Dr. Johnson, who attended Scarborough, 
says his death was caused from pernicious 

fever, which is a most dangerous and deadly 


ase. 

He said it was difficult for the ordinary in- 
dividual to ascertain a man’s condition suf- 
fering with the disease. He might appear 
only slightly ill to the average person,Jwhile a 
physician would know him to be dying. 

e says Scarborough would in all proba- 
bility have died if ,he had been Stowell to re- 
main at home. 

The physician did not think Scarbororgh 
had consumption, although he did not account 
for the hemorrhage. The United States pris- 
oners who knew Scarborough say he has heen 
in bad health for a long time. He once 
weighed 180 or 190 pounds, but now he would 
scarcely weigh 150 pounds. He is of immense 
stature and looks like aconsumptive. He was 
very thin and emaciated, and was evidently in 
an extremely critical condition when arrested. 

He leaves a young wife and a small child 
and an aged widowed mother. 

THE CORONER’S INVESTIGATION. 

The coroner’s jury went inte an investiga- 
tion of the case this afternoon, but what they 
did amounted to nothing. 

The only witnesses examined were Poole, 
who made the arrest, the jailor, who locked 
him up, and Dr. Johnson, who was with him 
afew minutes last night. Not one of the 
men who knew him and knew his condition 
and who heard his dying statement con- 
cerning the arrest were called upon 
tospeak. In consequence the jury returned a 
verdict to the effect that the deceased came to 

his death from natural causes. 
' Nothing more, nothing less. 

Scarborough’s body will be returned to his 

sorrowing wife in Mitchell county tonight.

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The Governor Speaks Long and Eloquently, 
but the Alliance Votes Him Down. 
Terrell Carries All by Storm. 


SraRTaNnsvure, 8. C., July 24.—[Special.}— 
The idol of the farmers is broken. 

The long-looked-for debate has taken place, 
and Tillman is downed. 

At the opening of the debate it was agreed 
that Colonel Terrel] should open and Governor 
Tillman reply. It was further agreed that no 
applause or other demonstration should be in- 
dulged in. 

Consequently, during the speech of TiJiman, 
all was quiet. The governor’s position was 
squarely against the plan of the subtreasury. 
He argued that it was class legislation, pater- 
nalism and undemocratic, and would fail to 
accomplish the object in view. He devoted 
some time to the arguments of Colonel Polk 
yesterday, especially touching the question 
that the subtreasury is class legislation. He 
said ; 

HE IS A DEMOCRAT. 

“T am a democrat, and I want no relief for 
myself that will not operate to benefit a ma- 
jority of the white people of this country.” 

In repudiating the idea of the farmers of 
South Carolina wanting a third party, the gov- 
ernor was eloquent. He urged the farmers to 
look well before they take any action which 
will divide the white people. Admitting the 
need for a flexible currency, the governor sug- 
gested more banks—state banks—that would 
issue currency based on land as security. 

AN INTERRUPTION BY TERRELL. 

Just here Colonel Terrell interrupted with 
the question ‘‘where the flexibility came in.” 
The governor replied that if the farmers were 


determined to have farm products as the basis | 


of money, he preferred a system of state sub- 
treasuries. He advocated free coinage at 
some length. Said he: “It isa mistake some 
make in supposing the government loans 
money to silver miners or owners of bonds. 
They deposit the bullion of the bonds with 
the government, and take a certificate in ex- 
change, because the certificate is more con- 
venient to handle.” 

Here Colonel Terrell again put in, 
“That is exactly what we want the 
government to do for the farmers. We don’t 
ask it to loan us money, but simply put our 
product in available shape to pass as currency 
unti] itis sold. It would be inconvenient to 
carry around a bale of cotton in your vest 
pocket, so we simply want the government to 
issue a certificate that the bill is based on pro- 
ducts, and it will pass.’’ 

. This brought down the house, notwithstand- 
ing the resolutions not to applaud. 
TERRELL TAKES THE FLOOR. 

After Governor Tillman spoke foran hour 
and ahalf, Colonel Terre began, and at every 
new argument for the subtreasury the governor 
interrupted the speaker, which graatly exasper- 
ated the audience, but seemed to make but 
little impression on the speaker. Terrell closed 
by saying he had heard that Colonel Polk 
wanted to bepresident of the United States. 
Said he: ‘‘For my part, I believe he does, and 
I don’t blame him, and I am convinced he is 
on the right road. We want our demands rec- 
ognized, and it is immaterial to us which 
party gives the relief. The idea of a third 
party does not seem tobe popular with a 
number of delegates, who said the governor’s 
talk on that line was unnecessary. The farmers 
of South Carolina will stand together on the 
Ocala platform.”’ 

THE ALLIANCE ACTS. 

After the conclusion of the debate, the alli- 

ance held a business meeting, at which 


th 
resignation of Lectnrer Tolbert was sttauitedl 


and accepted. Mr. Jeffries, of Union, was 
elected to this position. 

Then a resolution was handed in endorsing 
the Ocala platform in toto. It was adopted 
without a dissenting voice. 

To givesome ideaof the opposition Gov- 
ernor Tillman encountered at the outset in 
speaking before the state alliance, he asked be- 
fore he began, all who were open to conviction 
on the question to raise their hands. Six hands 
wentup. Notwithstanding this, the governor 
showed no disposition to recede from the posi- 
tion he has all the while occupied. He made 
no concession, but failed utterly to arouse his 
usual enthusiasm, even before the men whd 
were wild for him a few days ago. 

THE GOVERNOR DISHEARTENED. 

Since the debate he has been closely con- 
fined in his room in deep conversation with J. 
D. M. Shaw, Captain Schell, Joseph Ashley 
and others. Even the stoutest friends of the 
governor admit his failure to produce any im- 
pression. He looks worn and haggard, and 
his backers are checked. One delegate, an 
old man with gray hair, said he believed it all 
came from that ‘‘cussed’”’ free pass, that Till- 
man could not look his constituents squarely 
in the face with that pasteboard in his pocket. 
A chorus joined in the opinion that Governor 
Tillman is sufficiently amused with sub- 
treasury discussions. The entire discussion 
was held with closed doors. 

THE BUSY REPORTERS. 

A reporter was found on the rear steps lead- 
ing up tothe stage of the opera house, and 
was summarily ejected. Two reporters of 
The World, whoare members of the alliance, 
were asked to retire from the meeting. They 
were unanimously requested. Upon their re- 
fusal, The World was handled roughly by the 
body for this seemingly unprofessional intru- 
sion. It was first agreed to employ a stenog- 
rapher to reportthe proceedings, but after- 
wards reconsidered. 

A resolution was payee making the accept- 
ance of certain beliefs a test of membership in 
the alliance. This is, presumably,a hit at 
Governor Tillman.

MAKES A REPORT OF A SENSA- 
TIONAL CHARACTER. 


Several County Officers Shown to Have Ir- 
regular Records, and the Suspension of 
the Tax Collector Recommended. 


Roms, Ga., July 24.—[{Special.]—Late this 
afternoon the grand jury brought in some 
presentments and recommendations that set 
the town to talking. 

The grand jury is the same that met in 
March and found seventy-five true bills against 
liquor dealers in Rome, every barkeeper 
without an exception. They met again last 
Monday morning with the adjourned tern of 
Floyd superior court. The grand jury goes 
for several county officials, and recommends 
the suspension of some. 

Here are extracts from the document 
brought down: 


We, the grand jury, chosen and sworn, make 
the following presentments and recommendation : 
Beginning with R. H. West, ex-treasurer, we find 
the following errors: October 24, 1884, received of 
John J. Black, T. C.and not credited, $1,526.50, 
and errors on making the amount due the 
county $1,550.40. 

We find that he has to his credit at the Mer- 
chant’s bank July 17, 1891, the sum of $1,550.40 
su eae to the above debit. 

illiam Bridges, county school commissioner, 
amount due the county on error, $2.72. His 
books show that he has on hand $623.92, which 
we demanded to see, but he failed to produce. 
Mr. Bridges denies the right of the grand jury to 
make him produce the money. We recommend 
that the proper officers, having authority over Mr. 
Bridges, examine into this matter, and if neces- 
sary suspend him from office. 

AN OFFICER CRITICISED. 

The grand jury also criticises the manner in 
which the clerk of the board of commissioners 
has kept the proceedings, and the loose man- 
nerof the payment of some bills, and the 
grand jury didn’t seem to like the way in which 
the county commissioners had overlooked 
some of their responsibilities. Found J. C. 
Moore’s (sheriff) books in good condition, and 
no errors. 

John J. Black, tax collector—amount due, 
$4,706.75. 

‘In view of the above statement, we recom- 
mend that the board of commissioners of roads 
and revenues suspend J. J: Black, tax col- 
lector of the county of Floyd, until such time 
ashe may makeafull and complete settle- 
ment of the matters charged above.” 

A?tPROFOUND IMPRESSION. 

It was near the hour of adjournment when 
the presentment was read in court, and it 
created a profound impression. The grand 
jury several months ago had a committee ap- 
pointed to examine the county officials’ records, 
and at this time they had to report. 

The officials whose records are called atten- 
tion to are, many of them, officers who have 
held office fora long time. Their honesty and 
integrity are of the highest. The shortcom- 
ing, as shown by the presentments, was Start- 
ling. Many friends trust and believe that the 
officers will clear it all up, but this is what the 
grand jury has found, and the town talks. 

All the officials could not be seen tonight. 
So their side cannot be given. 


THE YELLOW JACKETS ACTIVE. 


The Thrilling Experience of a Thomas 
County Man with Them. 

THOMASVILLE, Ga., July 24.—[Special.]— 
Mr. J. P. McCollum, a prosperous farmer 
living about five miles from town, had a thrill- 
ing experience with yellow jackets a few days 
ago. He wasout cow hunting, and rode in 
the midst of a mammoth nest of the insects 
before he was aware of their presence. For- 
tunately for Mr. McCollum all the fury 
of the yellow jackets was directed on 
the horse. So fiercely did they attack 
the latter that he soon feil, and came very 
near crushing the rider in the tumble. The 
point of attack was the head, and in a few 
moments breathing was difficult so covered 
was the horse with jackets.”

Te Have All City Officials Chosen by the 
People, 

_Macon, Ga., July 24.—[Special.J—It is not 
likely that Hon. W. A. Huif will receive 
much encouragement from his constituents in 
his effort to have all city officiais chosen by 
the people, asset forth in his bill. 

A large numberfof representative and con- 
servative citizens were seen by THE ConsrTI- 
TUTION today and in nearly every instance the 
bill was disupproved of. 

The general objection seems to be on the 
ground that every petty municipal office 
would be prey for the corrupt ottice seckér. 
As some of them express it, when an election 
is left with the peopie the better class seldom 
vote, whereas the lower class can put any 
man in office they choose. The council is re- 
sponsible for the government of the city, and 
should be allowed to choose its own servants. 
If one does not fill the place satisfactorily, he 
can be removed at any time. If elected by 
the people, he holds his oftice for the term for 
which he is elected. Some express the opinion 
that the bill was inspired by observations in 
Macon's city government, but it is not deemed 
just that a remedy fora local trouble should 
be saddled on the whole state. 7

A Burning Issue. 

It was to have been expected that the 
northern press would take advantage of the 
Tennessee trouble to denounce the entire 
chaingang convict lease system of the south 
as a disgrace to civilization. 

We expected this, but we did not look for 
similar unanimity on the part of the south- 
ern press. It seems that we were mistaken. 
With very few exceptions the newspapers of 
Tennessee and the adjoining states declare 
that the convict lease system must go. 

The Louisville Courier-Journal says that 
the Tennessee miners are in the right, and 
that they are resisting an infamous statute 
framed by corrupt legislators for the benefit 
of rascally contractors, and intimates that if 
a few of. them were shot it would havea 
good effect. The Kentucky paper attacks 
the Tennessee convict system as a whole, 
and warns Governor Buchanan not to de- 
fend it. Here is a sample of its talk: 

It is urged that convicts must not be kept idle, 
that they must earn their living, that the people 
should not be taxed to feed and clothe anarmy of 
criminals, and so forth, and so forth. Let us see 
how this works. The state arrests a young fel- 
low who, let us say,in a drunken quarrel has 
stabbed a campanion. He is hurried away to 
prison. He is brought into court, tried and con- 
victed. He is sent to the penitentiary for five 
years, or for ten years, or for life. All the whilea 
young wife and haif a dozen little children are 
left without their natural protector and their 
support. They huddlein a corner in the court- 
room. They hear the lawyers yawp. They listen 
to the verdict. The case is closed. The young 
father is bundled offin one direction in chains. 
The young family is turned off in another direc- 
tion in tears. The state takes the time, the earn- 

~ings, the life of the one to itself, leaving the other 
to starve. The mother dies of despair. The 
boys grow up thieves. The girls grow up hariots. 
The law is vindicated. The taxpayer is protected. 
The criminal classes are replenished. 

Is it not damnable? Does not the society which 
tolerates such monstrosities deserve all the evils 
it entails upon itself? The state has no right to 
take that man’s r from his wife and children 
and give them no equivalent. It should punish 
the guilty, not the innocent. Every dollar that is 
diverted in this way from the natural needs of the 
helpless tothe uses of the public, is base blood 
money that should and does carry with it the 
curse of God. 

These are violent utterances calculated to 
inflame the public mind, but some Tennes- 
see papers are not more conservative. The 
Memphis Commercial, for instance, says 
that men who are in favor of leasing the 
convicts on account of the money it brings 
into the public treasury, ‘‘don’t care a damn 
for the honor of the state,’’ and the proposed 
comparative exhibit of prison systems at 
the Chicago world’s fair moves it to make 


this protest: 

The picture of industrial Tennessee is one to be 
proud of, and there is no one, we feel safe in say- 
ing, who would deliberately consent to the marr- 
ing of that picture by the obtrusion of the con- 
vict miners working in the places of honest 
miners at arate of wages which isof itself a 
degradation of labor. There is not.one who would 
care tosee a picture of a dead convict with the 
murdering guard armed with his Winchester rifle 
standing over the manacled body. There is not 
one who would care to see a picture of the convict 
camp with the story of its brutal licentiousness, 
men consorting with men, in contrast with the 
clean, orderly andencouraging prison in Elmira. 
Therefore, Tennessee’s prisons will not be ex- 
posed in Chicago; her convict system with its 
bloody whips, its murderous rifles and its awful 
record, shaming that of Siberia, will not be put 
on exposition in Chicago. We will hide our 
shame, and send exhibits from our schoolhouses, 
our farms and workshops, and lessons from our 
history. We will erase the convict lease system 
from our records, bury the whips loaded with the 
coagulated blood of the convict slaves, bury the 
Winchester rifles, destroy the awful history of 
this shame and crime of the nineteenth century, 
and wipe the stain from the brow of Tennessee 
and the blot from her otherwise proud escutcheon. 

The Nashville Banner is on the same 
line, and recalis the significant fact that 
some years ago the free miners of Missouri 
destroyed the convict camps, and by making 
their protest take the form of violence 
caused. the odious system to be changed. 

Other papers, like The Nashville Ameri- 
can and The Chattanooga Times, appar- 
ently take the position that the miners and 
Governor Buchanan are both right in prin- 
ciple, but wrong in resorting to unlawful 
methods to maintain the right. This makes 
the miners outlaws in resisting the state’s 
authority, and makes the governor and the 
militia outlaws in trying to enforce it! 

It is a desperate muddle, and the issue 
will be awaited with anxious interest every- 
‘where. 


A Republican Governor in History, 
If Governor Alva P. Hovey, of Indiana, 
had control of the war records at Washing- 
ton he would doubtless be strongly tempted 
to lose in some convenient pigeon hole the 
following letter from General Sherman:

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posse ! W. T. SHERMAN, 
Mujor General Commanding. 

The General Hovey thus officially branded 
as one who left his comrades ‘‘in the midst of 
bullets to go to the rear in search of personal 
advancement” is the present republican 
governor of Indiana. 

This, by the way, is the twenty-seventh 
anniversary of the day on which Sherman 
wrote this scorching letter in front of the 
breastworks of Atlanta. ? 

Such an indictment sticks. It never 
drops wholly out of sight. This letter, sup- 
posed by Hovey to be buried in the archives 
at Washington, turned up among the authen- 
ticated copies of Sherman’s telegrams which 
Mr. Joseph M, Brown, of this city, obtained 
to make use of in his valuable contributions 
to our war literature in the shape of his 
**Mountain Campaigns’’ and other writings. 
It. is quite likely that the governor will hear 
from this letter often enough to make him 
very familiar with its | contents. 


An Educational Suggestion. 

A distinguished Georgian who is deeply 
interested in the educational progress of the 
state recently made a suggestion so practical 
and far-reaching that it deserves to be 
utilized. 

Speaking of the importance of supplying 
the schools with teachers who have enjoyed 
the advantages of our higher institutions of 
learning, the State university, for instance, 
this friend of the common schools suggests 
that the college students should be encouraged 
to spend their vacations in teaching. He is 
confident that this plan will produce better 
results than would be secured by training 
the students for the profession of teaching, 
and waiting until their graduation for them 
to begin their work. This latter plan has 
been tried, and the majority of such students 
change their minds and go into some other 
profession or line of business. 

Now, astudent who has been at college 
only a term or two is able to teach a country 
school if he has any gift in that direction. The 
review work in his] teaching sends him back 
to college better prepared for his next term, 
as is a positive benefit to him, as well as to 
his pupils. 

By thus interesting college students in 
teaching early in their collegiate life, the 
chances are much better for enrolling them 
permanently in the ranks of our educators 
than if we wait until they have secured their 
diplomas. 

If our college professors in their talks to 
their young men would embrace every proper 
opportunity to magnify the office of the 
teacher, a large number of collegians would 
no doubt spend their vacations in the way 
proposed. ‘There is room for such teachers 
inevery county in Georgia, and the young 
men of the state who are enjoying the 
blessings of higher education should feel a 
pride and pleasure in contributing their per- 
sonal efforts to the upbuilding of a system 
whose object is to make the educated intelli- 
gence of our commonwealth a potential factor 
of our civilization and 5 material development. 


Reassuring a Contemporary. 

The Charleston News and Courier has 
been for several months fluttering around 
trying to save the democratic party. We 
have no doubt whatever as to its motives, 
but its methods are peculiar to say the least. 
It seemis to have learned nothing whatever 
from the results in its own state last year, 
but continues to whack the farmers and 
their leaders as lustily as it did when it was 
trying to lead the puny faction which called 
itself the ‘‘straight-out’’ wing of the party. 
It is not the fault of the tactics of The 
News and Courier that the democratic party 
of South Carolina is not hopelessly divided 
today. The common sense of the democrats 
themselves called a halt, and in the final 
round-up, as the phrase goes, it was found 
that there were not enough ‘‘straight-outs”’ 
to fill a picnic wagon. The motives of 
our Charleston contemporary were of the 
best. It was for democratic harmony first, 
last and all the time, and tried to bring it 
about, but its methods were neither politic 
nor reasonable. It railed at the farmers be- 
cause they had an overwhelming majority 
of the democratic voters, and squinted at, 
although it did not endorse, the efforts of 
certain ‘‘straight-outs’’ to run an independ- 
ent ticket. 

The experience of The News and Courier 
in dealing with the democratic alliancemen 
of: South Carolina has not taught that jour- 
nal modesty. It is worried about the politi- 
cal situation in Georgia, and loses no oppor- 
tunity to apply the old methods which were 
so ineffective in its own state. Seizing on 
the fact that THE CoNSTITUTION has taken 
occasion to protest against the idea, so freely 
insisted on, that there is to be a third party, 
The News and Courier reads us quite a lec- 
ture on the course we should have pursued 
in regard to the farmers’ movement, and it 
does us the honor to intimate that we are 
responsible for the political situation in 
Georgia. : 

How this may be it is not. for us to say, 
but we do know that if THe ConsTITUTION 
had followed the lead of The News and 
Courier and some other newspapers, we 
should now have a very promising split in 
the democratic party. We have never for 
an instant entertained the absurd belief 
that the movement of the farmers of the 
south is against the democratic party. It is 
an idea that has been fumbled with by 
newspapers which either have not the 
courage or lack the common sense necessary 
to recognize the justice that lies at the bot- 
tom of the demands which the farmers are 
making. Knowing them to be democrats, 
honest and sincere, we have given to their 
movemegt the sympathy and the considera- 
tion which all thoughtful men must feel 
when they contemplate the results of the 
pernicious legislation which the republicans 
have put upon the country. 

The News and Courier says the demo- 
cratic party ‘‘cannot, in the nature of things, 
admit the right of one class of citizens to 
rule.’ This is sheer nonsense, Our con- 
temporary is grappling with too big a word. 
There are no classes in this country, properly 
speaking. When the farmers engage in a 
political movement to better their condition 
and to secure relief from the burdens of un- 
just legislation, they are a part of the peo- 
ple. They havea perfect right, as a part of 
the people, to engage in such a movement; 
they have a right to suggest remedies and to 
lay the matter before those who enjoy their 
confidence; and they have the right to ex- 
pect anything but misrepresentation and 
abuse at the hands of democratic editors— 
we say nothing of the politicians. Their 


| demands should be judged by the nature of | 
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tinne to do; and we feel justified in assuring 
our Charlestion contemporary that there 
will be no South Carolina muddle in Geor- 
gia. 


Anti-Negro Republicans. 

Some of our northern exchanges are 
making observations on a rumored effort on 
the part of the white republicans of South 
Carolina to exclude negroes from their party 
organization. One refers it tothe inborn 
prejudice of the white man against the 
negro, another to the growing desire of the 
negroes themselves to shake off the white 
parasites who have used them for the pur- 
pose of securing federal patronage, and still 
another to a desire on the part of the white 
republicans and the irreconcilable democrats 
who do not believe that the farmers have 
any right to take part in politics. 

We have no doubt that all these reasons 
combine to shape the movement, if, indeed, 
it has any existence at all. The chief rea- 
son, however, is that the southern negroes, 
profiting by the smattering of education they 
have received, are becoming somewhat 
clamorous for the small and insignificant 
federal offices that fall into the slop-pails of 
the faithful in this section, and they are 
trying to draw the color line in politics, so 
that there will be nothing left to reward the 
white republicans for their party loyalty. 
This disposition on the part of the negroes 
is a growing one, and the white republicans 
of South Carolina are arranging to take 
time by the forelock. 

It is curious, too, this disposition on the 
part of the southern negroes to assert them- 
selves, In the north the negroes are driven 
out of all profitable business, and they make 
no protest. They do not know what office- 
holding is, and yet they continue to vote the 
republican ticket. The southern negroes 
seem to belong to another tribe altogether, 
and the white republicans have no other 
remedy than to exclude them from the party.

He is locating 
the line of the canal that is todrain the 
swamp into the St, Mary’s river. He has 
had two or three surveys made, and the pres- 
ent survey is to determine where he will locate 
the canal. He expects to beable to draina 
large part of the swamp with a canal not 
more than seven miles long. 

I donot think I have seen a more enthusi- 
astic man than Captain Jackson is about this 
property, And when you hear him talk about 
it, you will be, too. To think of a man from north 
Georgia going through this swamp located on 
the border of Florida in July! It almost 
gives a man the chills and fever to think of it, 
and I so expressed myself about it yesterday in 
talking to Captain Jackson. 

‘*That is just where you are mistaken,’’ said 
Captain Jackson. “Several surveys have 
been made of this swamp, and most all of 
them—in fact all of them, I believe—have

Captain Jackson says he has discovered some 
of the most valuable timber in the United 
States in thisswamp. He has taken samples 
of it and will be able to show it before long. 
It contains inexhaustable quantities of cypress 
of the very best quality. 

Captain Jackson was in his office talking to 
Colonel D. C. Bacon, whois the best-posted 
man in the state on timber, yesterday, and was 
showing him some of the samples of his tim- 
ber. Colonel Bacon picked up a block of very 
white wood, and said to Captain Jackson, ‘‘Do 
you know what that is?’ 

“Yes,” said Captain Jackson, “I only 
know the name given to me by the people who 
live about the swamp.”’ 

‘*Well,’’ said Colonel Brecon, ‘‘is there much 
of this in the swamp?” 

‘Thousands of it,”” said Captain Jackson. 

*“Well,’’ said Colonel Bacon, “that is more 
valuable than mahogany. It is called ivory 
wood, and is used for making piano keys, in- 
side decorations of the finest kind, and so 
forth. The Pullman Car Company uses a 
quantity of it for inlaid work and other fine 
work in their best cars. You have a fortune 
if you have much of that kind of timber.”

At exactly 9:52 o’clock the news reached the 
jail of Governor Northen’s decision. Some 
one received it at the telephone, and was about 
to turn around to announce the information 
when Mrs. Ozburn, dressed in black, stepped 
into the office. She had not heard of the de- 
cision. Her manner showed that she still had

His Wife's Last Visit. 

With Mr. Turner, Mrs. Ozburn went to see 
her husband. He was utterly indifferent to 
her. With the remark that he was sleepy, 
he paid no further attention to the entreaty 
for recognition. 

After a while Ozburn lighted a cigarette and 
lay back calmly puffing it. His wife was still 
endeavoring to gain his attention, but with- 
out avail. 

“Oh, don’t bother me,” said he, ‘I want to 
sleep,” and turning his face toward the wall, 
closed his eyes.

All relapsed into quiet until 10:30 o’clock, 
when Mr. Hilburn, of Wylie & Barclay, drove 
up to the jail and into the rear yard.

The number of those inside was becoming 
quite large, and all except representatives of 
the press, physicians and jailers were sent into 
the yard.

All Again Quiet.

Dr. Dan Howell and Dr. Bob Westmore- 
land, who saw a good deal of Ozburn, say 
they feel certain he was sane. 

“He was stronger yesterday than he has 
been in some time,” said Dr. Howell yester- 
day. “I gave him a cigarette while in 
his cell, and he rolled it and pulled 
the tobacco out of the end 
as any other man. and when the prayer was 
offered on the scaffold he bowed his head 
until it was finished.

nging by Mr. Miller, the deputy sheriff, 
that Ozburn requested in the early part of the 
morning to have his wife brought to him, 
and said that he would tal to her. 
His wife refused to go to him. 
Heretofore Ozburn has been pretending not to 
know his wife, saying that he was not married, 
It would seem from this, that he decided to 
throw off his bluff game and have a last talk 
with his wife.

Mr. Miller Talks. 


Mr. H. G. H. Miller, one of the jailers, was 
seen last night and asked about his last con- 
versation with Ozburn, and what his impres- 
sions were as to Ozburn’s mental state.

Miller, positively. ‘‘I was with him every day 
from the time the supreme court gave their 
decision until his death.

A PARDON GRANTED. 


Released After Serving Nine Years of a Life

pardoning Albert Selevy, a negro convict, who 
has been in the mines since 1882. 

Selevy was sent up from Muscogee county—

The crime for which he was convicted was 
attempting to burn a house in the city of 
Columbus, the penalty for which is a lifetime 
sontence. 

In his pardoning order the governor says: 

“It is shown that he had set fire to a bed in 
a small house and that the flames were put out 
before any damage was done, and that the 
house was not fired. Under the law the 
sentence could only be a lifetime penalty, 
there being no discretion altowed in case of 
conviction on such a charge.”’

We assure the honorable gentleman that he is cn- 
tirely mistaken in thinking that The Telegraph 
has anything against him. its editor does not re- 
member his vempelge in 1890, and does not con- 
sider his membership in the Farmers’ Alliance 
discreditable to him. That order is full of thor- 
oughly good and useful citizens, for: whom The 
Telegraph has the greatest respect. The war of 
which he speaks is not waged by The Telegraph on 
such members, or on the order itseif, but 
is ee - more than opposition to meas- 
ures which are not democratic and 
to the schemes of the persons who are trying to 
lead the farmers of Georgia out of the democratic 
party. The Telegraph is ademocratic paper under 
any and all circumstances, and could hardly do 
less than oppose these measures and schemes 
without changing its political allegiance. 

We again assure Mr. Chappell that The Tele- 
graph has no animus against him whatever, and 
that, so far as it knows and believes, its report of 
his speech was that of a thoroughly disinterested 
and unprejudiced man. 

“I think this shows The Telegraph’s good 
faith in offering an opportunity to. this gen- 
tleman to remedy any injustice which might 
have been done to the gentleman from Lau- 
rens, I fully endorse the suggestion of the 
speaker that the gentleman from Habersham 
withdraw his resolution.”’ 

Mr. Berner said that, in view of the fact of 
what has just been said and just been read, 
he thought it apparent that The Tele- 
graph did not intend any _ injustice 
to the gentleman from Laurens. 
“With reference for the gentleman from 
Laurens, I have for him the very highest re- 
spect. Ineversaw him before in my life, 
until I met him on the floor of this house as a 
legislator, but he has won the respect of all 
the members of this house.

Mr. Fleming, of Richmond, said that he had 
the very highest regard for the gentleman 
from Laurens, who he had always considered 
one of the strongest, clearest headed, most 
courageous men we have in the house, and he 
hoped that the house would pass the substi- 
tute.

Mr. Atkinson’s Reply.

One 
member wanted the hour changed to8 p. m., 
but finally withdraw his amendment. The

Senate Bills. 


Senate bills were then taken up for a second 
reading, and when these had been disposed of, 
several were put on a third reading. 

Senator Harp’s bill was the first taken up. 
It was a bill to prescribe and make more cer- 
tain the fees of clerks and sheriffs of the su- 
perior court of this state in the matter of 
divorce suits. The bill yoann that $6 on ac- 
count of costs must be paid when the plea for 
divorce is filed. 

Mr. Warner Hill, of Meriwether, favored 
the bill. He spoke of the convention of 
sheriffs and clerks who had petitioned the 
legislature for the passage of such a measure. 
He thought that a person unable to pay $6 
ought not to be allowed to have a divorce, as 
they could not want it bad. 

Mr. Atkinson, of Coweta, was opposed to 
the bill. Hespoke of poor women supporting 
children who could not obtain a divorce because 
they could not get $6; that negroes were citi- 
zens, and had as much right to divorce as 
whites. 

Lectured Crawford also opposed the bill, 
taking substantially the same ground as Mr. 
Atkinson. 

Mr. Twitty and Mr. Graves both spoke in 
favor of the measure. 

On the call of the ayes and nays the bill was 
passed by a vote of 109 to 18. 


To Protect Landlords. 


The next bill was one introduced by Senator 
Lanier, which was for the protection of land- 
lords. It proposed to give them titles to the 
crops on rented ground or leased premises 
until the tenant had fully paid his rents and 
all advances made to Mim by the landlord. It 
also prohibited the tenant from mortgaging or 
selling the crop without the consent of the 
owner of the land. 

Mr. Palmer, of Dade, thought such an act 
would be the most tyrannical which the present 
legislature could pass. 

Mr, Everett saw no necessity for the bill, 
and others thought that laws already on the 
statute book fully covered the ground. 

The previous question was called, and the 
vote on the bill stood, ayes, 52; nays, 87.

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THE INSURANCE BILL. 


The Substitute Which Will be Reported by 
the Minority of the Committee. 

It will be recalled that the Whitfield bill 
was recommitted to the finance committee and 
considered in its original shape together with 
substitute and amendments. 

The committee had reported in favor of the 
original bill, and a strong minority report will 
also be submitted in favor of the substitute 
which provides fora commission, The origi- 
nal bill is objected to as extreme and oppres- 
sive in that it provides for a revocation of 
license of companies violating its provisions 
without penalty of a milder nature. 

The niinority report and substitute are as 
follows: 

Mr. Speaker: The undersigned members of the 
finance committee beg leave to submit the follow- 
ing minority report upon senate bill No. 61, en- 
titled “‘An act to prevent combinations and pools 
of insurance companies or their agents tending to 
defeat or lessen competition in the business of in- 
surance in the state of Georgia.” 

We are opposed to the bill, and favor the sub- 
stitute hereto attached, creating a commission to 
fix maximum rates of insurance. 

We believe that the passage of the original bill 
will drive out of business the weaker home 
companies and then leave the public 
without protection against high rates, 
while the substitute will leave the 
home companies intact and insure the public 
against unjust rates. The original bill tears down ; 
the substitute builds up. The original bill ig ex- 
treme and radical; the substitute is prudent and 
conservative. The original bill is destructive and 
restricted in its operations ; the substitute is com~- 
prehensive and protective. The passage of 
the substitute will effectually prevent all combi- 
nations by removing all inducements or reasons 
for their existence, and wiil effectually guard the 
vest interests of the people of the State. Respect- 
fully submitted. 

It reads as follows: 

A bill to be entitled, “An actto prevent pool 
and combinations of fire insurance companies, to 
regulate fire insurance rates, and to provide for 
commissioners to control the same,to prescribe 
their duties and powers and for other purposes.’’ 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the general assembly 
of the state of Georgia thatfrom andafter the 
passage of this act, there shall be a fire insurance 
commission in this state, to be composed of the 
comyptroller general, who shall be chairman, ex- 
officio, and the secretary of state and the attor- 
ney general. 

Sec. 2 Be it likewise enacted, that said in- 
surance commission shall have the power, and it 
shall be their duty, to make reasonable and just 
maximum rates of fire insurance to be observed by 
all companies doing business inthis state, to 
make reasonable and just rules and regulations as 
to maximum Charges at any and all points, and as 
to all grades and classes of risks. That whenever 
said commission shall make any 6chedule, rule or 
order in pursuance of the purposes of this bill, it 
shall be the duty of the commission to cause pub- 
lication thereof once a week for two weeks insome 
public newspaper in the cities of Atlanta, Augusta, 
Albany, Savannah, Macon, Rome and Columbus 
in this state. 

Sec. 3. Beit likewise enacted, that any person 
or corporation owning property in this state of 
an insurable nature, who may have any cause of 
complaint against any insurance company relat- 
ing to the classification of risks or rates of 
charges, etc., or for the violation of any rules or 
orders of said commission, may file with said 
commission his written complaint, when said 
commission shall, upon teasonable notice to 
parties concerned, investigate said compiaint and 
render judgment thereon; and for that purpose 
said cominission shall have full power to subpena 
witnesses, take interrogatories, hear 
dence, etc., under the same rules as now 
apply to the railroad commission of this state. 
And in each case of complaint so heard, said com 
mission shall have the — to enforce thei 


evi- 


udgment by money penaities not exceeding $500 
tor each offense, or by arevocation of license to 
do business in this state. 

Sec. 4. Be it likewise enacted, that for their ser- 
vices as insurance commissioners as aforesaid, 
the comptroller general shall receive the fees now 
provided by law, and the secretary of state, and 
the attorney general shall receive the sum of $500 
each, per annum, to be paid out of the treasury of 
the state. 

Sec. 6. Be it likewise enacted, that all laws in 
conflict with this act, are hereby repealed, 


AN IMPORTANT MEASURE. 


Cotton Seed Meal to Be Analyzed and In- 
spected. 

Mr. Calvin’s bill providing for the analysis 
and imspection of cotton seed meal, was ap- 
proved by the governor yesterday. 

The bill provides: ‘ 

That, from and after the passage of this act, it 
shall not be lawful for any person or persons to 
offer for sale, in this state, any cotton seed meal 
uptil the same shall have been duly analyzed by 
the state chemist and inspected as now required 
by law in the matter of all fertilizers and chemi- 
cals for yey or composting purposes; 
nor shall it be lawful to offer such cotton see 
meal for sale, in this state, if it be shown by the 
official analysis that the same contains Jess 
7% per centum of ammonia; provided, that the 
provisious;of this act, as to the per centum, 
mentioned in this section, shall not apply to meal 
manufactured from sea island cotton seed, but 
the commissioner of agriculture shall, upon the 
passage of this act, fix, and make pubiic, a mini- 
mum per centum which shali control as to the 
cotton seed meal referred to in this proviso; pro- 
vided, further, thatif any cotton seed meal shall 
not analyze up to the required per centum of am- 
monia, the same may be offered for sale as second- 
class meal, provided the true analysis be made 
known to the purchaser and stainped on the sack. 

Section 2. That there shall be branded upon 
or attached to each sack, barrel or 
package of cotton seed meal, offered for sale in 
this state, the true analysis, as determined by the 
state chemist and the number of pounds net in 
such sack, barrel or package.

That any person or persons, violating the 
provisions of this act, shail be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and, on conviction, shall be pun- 
ished as prescribed in section 4310 of the code of 
1882.

We assure the honorable gentieman that he is cn- 
tirely mistaken in thinking that The Telegraph 
has anything against him. its editor does not re- 
member his compen in 1890, and does not con- 
sider his membership in the Farmers’ Alliance 
discreditabie to him. That order is full of thor- 
oughly good and useful citizens, for: whom The 
Te oe has the greatest respect. The war of 
which he speaks is not waged by The Telegraph on 
such members, or on the order itself, but 
is nothing more than opposition to meas- 
ures which are not democratic and 
to the schemes of the persons who are trying to 
lead the farmers of Georgia out of the democratic 
party. The Telegraph is ademocratic paper under 
any and all circumstances, and could hardly do 
less than oppose these measures and schemes 
without changing its political allegiance. 

We again assure Mr. Chappell that The Tele- 
graph has no animus against him whatever, and 
that, so far as it knows and believes, its report of 
his speech was that of a thoroughly disinterested 
and unprejudiced man. 

“I think this shows The Telegraph’s good 
faith in offering an opportunity to this gen- 
tleman to remedy any injustice which might 
have been done to the gentleman from Lan- 
rens. I fully endorse the suggestion of the 
speaker that the gentleman from Habersham 
withdraw his resolution.” 

Mr. Berner said that, in view of the fact of 
what has just been said and just been read, 
he thought it apparent that The Tele-— 
graph did not intend any _ injustice 
to the gentleman from Laurens.

The Chancellor to Speak. 

Mr. Fleming introduced a resolution which 
provides for a joint session of the house and 
senate next Wednesday morning at 11:30 to 
hear the address of Chancellor Boggs. One 
member wanted the hour changed to8 p. m., 
but finally withdraw his amendment. The 
resolution passed both the house and senate on 
yesterday and on next Wednesday the 
chancellor willdeliver his address before the 

eneral assembly, as provided by the statute 
aw. 

Senate Bills. 


Senate bills were then taken up for a second 
reading, and when these had been disposed of, 
several were put on a third reading. 

Senator Harp’s bill was the first taken up. 
It was a bill to prescribe and make more cer- 
tain the fees of clerks and sheriffs of the su- 
perior court of this state in the matter of 
divorce suits. The bili requires that $6 on ac- 
count of costs must be paid when the plea for 
divorce is filed. 

Mr. Warner Hill, of Meriwether, favored 
the bill. He spoke of the convention of 
sheriffs and clerks who had petitioned the 
legislature for the passage of such a measure, 
He thought that a person unable to pay $6 
ought not to be allowed to have a divorce, as 
they could not want it bad, 

Mr. Atkinson, of Coweta, was opposed to 
the bill. Hespoke of poor women supporting 
children who could not obtain a divorce because 
they cou!d not get $6; that negroes were citi- 
zens, and had as much right to divorce as 
whites. 

Lectured Crawford also opposed the bill, 
taking substantially the same ground as Mr. 
Atkinson. 

Mr. Twitty and Mr. Graves both spoke in 
favor of the measure. 

On the call of the ayes and nays the bill was 
passed by a vote of 109 to 18. 


To Protect Landlords. 


The next bill was one introduced by Senator 
Lanier, which was for the protection of land- 
lords. It proposed to give them titles to the 
crops on rented ground or leased premises 
until the tenant had fully paid his rents and 
all advances made to Mim by the landlord. It 
also prohibited the tenant from mortgaging or 
selling the crop without the consent of the 
owner of the land. 

Mr. Palmer, of Dade, thought such an act 
would be the most tyrannical which the present 
legislature could pass. 

Mr. Everett saw no necessity for the bill, 
and others thought that laws already on the 
statute book fully covered the ground. 

The previous question was called, and the 
vote on the bill stood, ayes, 52; nays, 87.

THE INSURANCE BILL. 


The Substitute Which Will be Reported by 
the Minority of the Committee. 

It will be recalled that the Whitfield bill 
was recommitted to the finance committee and 
considered in its original shape together with 
substitute and amendinents. 

The committee had reported in favor of the 
original bill, and a strong minority report will 
also be submitted in favor of the substitute 
which provides fora commission. The origi- 
nal bill is objected to as extreme and oppres- 
sive in that it provides for a revocation of 
license of companies violating its provisions 
without penalty of a milder nature. 

The niinority report and substitute are as 
follows: 

Mr. Speaker: The undersigned members of the 
finance committee beg leave to submit the follow- 
ing minority report upon senate bill No. 61, en- 
titled ‘An act to prevent combinations and pools 
of insurance companies or their agents tending to 
defeat or lessen competition in the business of in- 
surance in the state of Georgia.”’ 

We are opposed to the bill, and favor the sub- 
stitute hereto attached, creating a commission to 
fix maximum rates of insurance. 

We believe that the passage of the original bill 
will drive out of business the weaker home 
companies and then leave the public 
without protection against high rates, 
while the substitute will leave the 
home companies intact and insure the public 
against unjust-rates. The original bill tears down ; 
the substitute builds up. The original bill is ex- 
treme and radical; the substitute is prudent and 
conservative. The original bill is destructive and 
restricted in its operations ; the substitute is com- 
prehensive and protective. The passage of 
the substitute will effectually prevent all combi- 
nations by removing all inducements or reasons 
for their existence, and will effectually gnard the 


vest interests of the people of the state. Respect- 
fully submitted. 

It reads as follows: 

A bill to be entitled, “An actto prevent pool 
and combinations of fire insurance companies, to 
regulate fire insurance rates, and to provide for 
commissioners to control the same, to prescribe 
their duties and powers and for other purposes.”’ 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the general assembly 
of the state of Georgia thatfrom andafter the 
passage of this act, there shall be a fire insurance 
commission in this state, to be composed of the 
comptroller genera), who shall be chairman, ex- 
officio, and the secretary of state and the attor- 
ney general. 

Sec. 2. Be it likewise enacted, that said in- 
surance commission shall have the power, and it 
shall be their duty, to make reasonable and just 
maximum rates otf fire insurance to be observed by 
all companies doing business inthis state, to 
make reasonable and just rules and regulations as 
to maximum charges at any and all points, and as 
to all grades and classes of risks. That whenever 
said commission shall make any schedule, rule or 
order in pursuance of the purposes of this bill, it 
shall be the duty of the commission to cause pub- 
lication thereof once a week for two weeks insome 
public newspaper in the cities of Atlanta, Augusta, 
Albany, Savannah, Macon, Rome and Columbus 
in this state. 

Sec. 3. Beit likewise enacted, that any person 
or corporation owning property in this state of 
an insurable nature, who may have any cause of 
complaint against any insurance company relat- 
ing to the classification of risks or rates of 
charges, etc., orfor the violation of any rules or 
orders of said commission, may file with said 
commission his written complaint, when said 
commission shall, upon teasonable notice to 
parties concerned, investigate said compiaint and 
render judgment thereon; and for that purpose 
said commission shall have full power to subpena 
witnesses, take interrogatories, hear evi- 
dence, etc., under the same rules as now 
apply to the railroad commission of this state. 
And in each case of complaint so heard, said com 
mission shall have the oo to enforce thei 
ade mpeg by money penaities not exceeding $500 
‘or each offense, or by arevocation of license to 
do business in this state. 

Sec. 4. Be it likewise enacted, that for their ser- 
vices as insurance commissioners as aforesaid, 
the comptroller general shall receive the fees now 
provided by law, and the secretary of state, and 
the attorney general shall receive the sum of $500 
each, per annum, to be paid out of the treasury of 
the state. 

Sec. 56. Be it likewise enacted, that all laws in 
conflict with this act, are hereby repealed, 


AN IMPORTANT MEASURE. 


Cotton Seed Meal to Be Analyzed and In- 
spected. 

Mr. Calvin’s bill providing for the analysis 
and inspection of cotton seed meal, was ap- 
proved by the governor yesterday. 

The bill provides: ‘ 


That, from and after the passage of this act, it 
shall not be lawful for any person or persons to 
offer for sale, in this state, any cotton seed meal 
until the same shall have been duly analyzed by 
the state chemist and inspected as now required 
by law in the matter of all fertilizers and chemi- 
cals for Eye egents or composting purposes; 
nor Shall it be lawful to offer ‘such cotton see 
meal for sale, in this state, if it be shown by the 
official analysis that the same contains Jess than 
7% per centum of ammonia; provided, that the 
provisions of this act, as to the per centum, 
mentioned in this section, shall not apply to meal 
manufactured from séa island cotton seed, but 
the commissioner of agriculture shall, upon the 
passage of this act, tix, and make public, a mini- 
mum per centum which shali control as to the 
cotton seed meal referred to in this proviso; pro- 
vided, further, thatif any cotton seed meal shall 
not analyze up to the required per centum of am- 
monia, the same may be offered for sale as Second- 
class meal, provided the true analysis be made 
known to the purchaser and staimnped on the sack. 

Section 2, That there shall be branded upon 
or attached to each sack, barrel or 
package of cotton seed meéal, offered for sale in 
this state, the true analysis, as determined by the 
state chemist and the number of pounds net in 
such sack, barrel or package. 

Sec. 3. That it shall be the duty of the commis- 
sioner of agriculture to take all steps necessary to 
make effective the provisions of section 1 and 2 
of this act. 

Sec. 4. That any person or persons, violating the 
provisions of this act, shail be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and, on conviction, shall be pun- 
ished as prescribed in section 4310 of the code of 
1882. 


TIRED OF ARMY LIFE, 


John Smith Leaves Fort McPherson—Sheriff 
McGinnis Brings Him Rack. 

John Smith, of Pennsylvania, was tired of 
army life, sohe left~ without order of the 
officers. 

Sheriff McGinnis, of Gordon county, found 
him in Calhoun, and took him for an escaped 
convict.

The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock

NEW YORE, July 24.—The stock market today still 
continued in itsrut of dullness and stagnation, and 
under the circumstances displayed marked strength. 
Bears were favored by the taking of $1,500,000 in gold 
for export tomorrow, but notwithstanding this factor, 
their strength had been so exhausted by the efforts of 
the last two orthree days that they were apparently 
unable te take advantage of the aid accorded.

the world for some time to come. Railroad earnings, 
published today, show satisfactory increases. The 
movement of grain continues unprecedentedly large, 
and cropreports most favorable, and, while it seems 
probable that the market will continue in its present 
rut for some time, we do not see any reason for nota- 
ble declines,and stocks will probably be a purchase 
for a turn or any fair break. An unfounded report was 
promulgated today to the effect that alarge London 
banking house, which has been in difficulty for some 
time, would probably fail. We have been unable to 
confirm this and are not inclined to look for any sen- 
sational failures for the present. Traders generally 
continue bearish, and any small offerings of stocks 
readily depress prices, but we would not be afraid to 
hold stocks at present prices.

The Central Trains. 


As has been rumored, four trains on the 
Central road will be taken off on August Ist.
